Tho small capoto bonnet Is the encoes^ 


k>f tho season, and is worn on all occa) 
isions, both with simple and rich toi* 
'lottos, and by elderly ladies as well a$ 
by tlio youngest bridesmaid. Fancy 
materials are ruoro fashionable 
»u<l 


'dressy than straw braids 1'or tbcso bon-< 
nets, yot the straws are not abandoned; 
ftnd are mode BO soft and jiliablo that 
their crowps are pressed into varied 
shapes, some of \vhich aro straight and 
sqxiaro across the- top, while otiiers aro 
folded or laid in box plaits. 
Thus the 


straw is used as any worn fabrio would 
bo, instead ol being pressed into shape, 
and the front is covered with a roll of 
velvet, a cockade bow of velvet, or an 
aigrette. Embroidered net in white, 
black and varied colors is also chosen 
for crowns of bonnets, and these aro 
given greater variety by being placed 
over a gilt or silver woven foundation. 
1'lain tulles, embroidered, beaded and 
spougled tulles, aro used for light and 
dressy bonnets in. both dorlc and palo 
shades over a foundation that is merely 
a fow wires of gilt, steel, or silver. 
Tullo trimmings are also employed on 
straw bonnets m tho way of full ruches 
for'tho brim made of several neat plait- 
ings; tho mushroom browns aud bright 
cocjuelicot rod shades aro most stylish: 
for bonnets of tullo and for tulle ruches- 
that aro on straws of tho same or U| 
darker shade. Velvet retains its hold n.-» 
a fashionable garniture for bonnets of 
ttio fancy materials, and for straws ;i9 


:wull. 'Ihe various kinds of colored' 
cnipo, tho English transparent crape,1 
and tho thicker Chinese and Japanese 
silk crnpea aro chosen for dressy bon- 
nets to match rich toilettes. Some- 
times tho crape is only used for ft shirred 
crown, while tho brim is a mixture of 
ivelvct, tulle, or lace. 


All the palo shades of rose, lavender, 


blue, and cream arc nuuto up for dress 
hats of crape, aad tho dark mushroom, 
browns, violet aud poppy red aro used 
to mutch costumos. The ivory white 
cvapo capote is chosen for bridesmaids: 
to wear with whito crape, grenadine,: 
lace, or embroidered inuslin dresses. Ati 
a recent brilliant wedding eight brides-j 
maids wore theso small white capoted,! 
with gold braid on tho velvet-edged] 
brim, aud H gold and white aigrette) 
high on tho lelt side; their white grena-] 
dino and laeo dresses wero short, ami, 
they wore golden brown Suede gloves,! 
uml carried largo bouquets of Marshal 
£liel roses. Laco bonnets promiso to 
bo very fashionable aa the weather 
grows warmer, and those of ecru aud of 
black, loco uro already worn to spring 
receptions. A roll on tho brim and) 
throat bow of dark velvet of a becomingi 
shade arc given to most of the ecru anct 
whito laco Donuets, whilo those of black| 
laco aro brightened np by transparent; 
butterflies, tiny humming-birds, vcryj 
gay Uowers, marabout pompons, or else.' 
.clusters of fruit, grasses, wheat, oil 
pines; Tho llowers most in favor arc 
quite small, and may be arranged as a 
wreath just before the crown, or as an, 
edging for tho brim, or in ono largo, 
cluster high on tho loft side. Tho 
.smallest 
unblown 
roso-buds, either 


white or pink, aro much used by young 
ladies; clover beads partly whito and) 
partly red aro worn in tho same way/ 
ttrnall pink roses without leaves, thu 
pink flowering almond, bachelor's-but-1 
ton, myosotis, and all kindred blossoms' 
arc chosen. Pink llowcrs on dark rocll 
and oir brown bonnets are very stylish. 
AVhito blossoms aro much used with 
black bonnets, especially whcu whito 
laco is part of tho trimming. 
WhHq 


clover is liked for grocn bonnets, and 
poppies are in favor on ecru mushroom, 
bonnets of straw or of crape. 
Somo 


long gilt pins ore stuck about most 
capriciously, being thrust deep into thq 
bonnet, or else merely into its trim- 
mings. 


Theso small bonnets need so little 


trimming that many ladies do their own 
millinery. Tho strings may be of velvcl 
ribbon or of bias velvet, but must in, 
cither caso be tied in a small bow justi 
under tho chin, and if made of piece 
velvet this bow may have spangles or 
beads upon its ends to match those used 
«>n the bonnet. Ono or two rows of laco 
on gathered frills pointing toward tho 
f roiit cover tho brim fully, a bunch of 
llowers, a laco rosette, a cockado bow of 
velvet, or a marabout pompon trims 
the left side, and tho strings are put on! 
according to fancy, cither crossing the. 
lower part of tho crown, or pointing up- 
wurd m n triangle on each side, or olsu

There are many cap-faced brims 


formed of tull plaiting, edged with 
beads, or else made of lace, which is 
sometimes laid over a jetted brim.

shaped pieces. In many other bonnets 
silk crown linings are omittci, and if 
any lining is used it is made of net. 
Some llower bonnets are seon, especially 
those of violets and of heliotrope. All 
the new shapes ore made with reference 
to faigh coiflures, but as these coifforcs 
aro soft and flat, they do not require 
largo crowns, and for this reason tho 
bonnets of last summer are easily altered 
for this season.

Timber Farming. 


In .tho West aro largo forests, not 


much injured by the ax, and in tho Mid- 
ille aud tho Western States mauy farms 
have wood lots of fair area in Which 
large and valuable trees are growing 
but .most of theso aro being; thinned out, 
while in many cases the Itind is 'being 
cleared of every vostige of timber in an 
insane desire to add, to the acreage ol 
plowtd lund~.

At half tho prico tho logs are now worth 
nn acre of such timber would bo worth 
$250; but tho land itself, ."improved" 
.hey call it, i» worth less than one-^uar- 
.cr that sum. Of course it seemed to 
30 necessary, half a century ago, to de- 
stroy that timber that room might- be: 
made for growing food for the peoplec 
who did not know that nature had Je(t.- 
onough cleared lapd, ready for the plow: 
and wonderfully fertile, in tho West to 
furnish food for all 
tbo people of 


America, and more. But this genera- 
tion has the experience of two or three 
hundred years tcx guide it, and surely 
should be able, in the light of that experi- 
ence, to a\»id tho more serious errors 
which havebecn made. . Y.et it has gone 
eagerly along in the paths followed by 
tlic piouecrs, and, whilo it may not de- 
stroy as many valuable trees by burning 
them on the land, it is sending' tho 
larger ones a\vay in the form of .'fuel or 
of Furnbcr and destroying the,smaller 
ones. The work of destruction is going 
on in several States, particularly in 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Missouri. ;To- 
slay the timber,on those lands is worth 
more than the ground it stands on •will 
"sell for when tho trees are gone. Ten 
years hence the timber .will-have more 
than doubled in value, if tho population 
and the needs'of the country continue to 
increase in tho ratio of growtli of 1.he 
last ten years. 


Shrewd capitalists see that the future 


ivill make timber luuds more.profitable 
than almost any others, and they are 
quietly and quickly .buying good tim- 
bered lands in large blocks, especially in 
tho South. For the country this is for- 
tunate, as these men will 'not repeat the 
folly of past decades by destroying the 
forests. They clearly understand^that 
no crops they could produce on their 
lands woul give a greater return, or re- 
quire less labor, expense, and cure than 
will the timber which is indigenous. 
They have only to guard their property 
from timber thieves, and cut out a few 
of the largest and'best of their trees 
where they aro crowding the ybuuger 
ones, and thus each year'get a very 
liberal interest upon their investment. 
.Meantime tho soil upon which the tim- 
lier stands increases in value, whilo each 
year adds to the .market value of the 
timber it produces. 


Is there nothing in these facts of inter- 


est to tlio general farmer? Is not the 
fact that a single walnut, or nsh, or 
maple may bo worth more as it stands 
than an acre of the ground it stands on 
.suggestive of a better plan than that so 
generally followed by landowners in the 
timbered States? Is it not true that tinr- 
ber-culture can be made one of tho moat 
profitable of all branches of farming, 
and the least laborious? Already enough 
has been done to show that tree-grow- 
ing is very profitable, y<;t as a Tula tho 
trues grown have been of the less valu- 
ablo Kinds, soft and quickly-growing 
poplars, willows, and ashes. 


The objection may bo mado that too 


long n, timo must pass after planting bc- 
iorc trees can bo mado to yield an in- 
come. The young trees -will grow more 
rapidly if cultivated during the. test few 
years after planting, and croris have 
been grown profitably between the rows, 
for two or three years in, succession. 
But most farmers can well" afford to set 
aside a part of their land for all time to 
grow trees upon, for tho labor of pre- 
paring the ground 'and planting the 
trees is, with the exception of taxes and 
Tepairing fences protecting thu trees, 
the ouly outlay the timber lot will re- 
quire. The owner has only to wait for 
his rich reward, which will surely come. 
But it' he cannot Wait tho years required 
to secure tho greatest return, he will 
linil in tho greatly enhanced value of the 
laud a goodly profit without cutting a 
twig.—Chicago Tribune.

Pccan Trees and Pecan Nuts. 


I see with much satisfaction the grow-, 


ing interest for the cultivation of pecans 
nnil other nut-bearing- trees, living as I 
do in the centre of one of the best pecann 
growing sections in the world. Ilore 
the trees grow naturally all over'the 
country. It occurs to me that, from ob- 
servation and experience, I can offer a 
few hints thjit may bo of service to those 
who are making these efforts. 
Thejpo 


can tree will grdw almost anywhere. 
It eeems »Wp to -stand any amount! of 
cold, nor fs it injured by the Leat of bur 
protracted summers. 


But there are other things to bo con- 


sidered. Most writers teem not to tike 
Into account tho' fact that there are 
many varieties of pecan,1 And there in 
as much diflerence in jthe quality as 
thoro is In .the sorts «nd sizes 
Some 


hare- thick und others thin shells Some 
are very early, und others very Into. 


These, however, are only "mutters of 
tiste or fancy. The real idea of para^ 
mount importance is with, this tree,'as 
•with fruit and other trees, its health abd 
freedom from insects. Like the walnut, 
the foliage of the pecan tree is not infre~ 
quently totally destroyed by the cater- 
pillar. Hence those trees that have die 
thickest, toughest 
folia*;o 
do best. 


There is one eort growing hero the mitd 
of which are on Inch and a half long,' 
with a medium thick shell, of short,' 
Etubby growth, and with foliage so thick, 
and tough that I have-never seen it in- 
jured by insects of any species. This 
.variety la very early, and for this reason 
is frequently gathered by eager boji 
before fully matured. 
The nnts are 


aoongone, and seldom reach the markets 


Hero we plant the seed in tho fall soon 


after they are gathered. They sprout 
well in tho following spring, growiBf 
about two feet the first year. As soon 
as they drop their leaves in the tall ^H 
lay bare one side of tho root and root 
prune them, replacing the dirt. In tho 
spting, before tho plant growth begins, 
we pursue the same course with tho 
other side. In this way a fine lot of 
young roots are developed, rendering 
tho transplanting in the fall easy add 
as safe as other nursery grown trees. 
Pecan trees are easily grown, and will 
llounsh in almost any .kind of soil. 
Every one can have au abundant supply 
by planting tho nuts. — Texas Cor. N. Y. 
Sun. 


Watering Animals. 


All animals should be watered before 


feeding. An interval of fifteen minutes 
is sufficient, but an hoar is belter. And 
they should bo watered frequently anil 
not permitted to flood themselves from 
excessive thirst. The reason for this is 
a good one. The system absorbs water 
very rapidly, so much so that a cow or a 
horse will drink at one time more than, 
the stomach can hold The water drank 
is absorbed with great rapidity as 
soon as it enters the stomach and in-, 
tcstines, and a thirsty animal will absorb 
it as fast, at first, as it is swallowed. 
This is especially the case with Tiorses. 
But when tho stomach ia tilled with food 
copious thinking dilutes the mass, which 
is carried Into the bowels, past the 
fiUjtaach, where only it is prepared for 
digostion-and the food is wasted or 
worse. Water is not required to dilute 
and soften the food for digestion. This 
is the office of the saliva, which is nn 
active chemical agent, and performs an 
actual share of the digestive function. 
All that is wanted is thst the blood 
should be well supplied with' water, so 
that the saliva should flow copiously,1 
which it does to a larger extent ia rumi- 
nants and horses than in -any-other ani-| 
mals. And this is done by a full Baton!? 
of water when the stomach is- emptyo<
